KURTZ MAN ARRESTED 
ON SERIOUS CHARGES 


CONGRESSIONAL PROBE OF 
STEEL STRIKE ORDERED 


By United Press 
The second, day of the nationwide 
teel 
workers’ 
strike opened 
with 
both sides making every preparation 
for a long 
tight. 
Employers 
and 


w o rk e rs alike, apparently had aban­ 
doned their early hope of a quick 
victory. 
The steel masters were re­ 
ported to he bringing s to c k s of food 
within their plants and laying plans 
to defend tHeir mills, if necessary, 
while the s trik e rs were preparing to 
carry on industrial warfare for an 
extended period. 
Reports indicated 
that 
although 
the strikers apparently are losing 


so m e ground in the smaller towns of 
the important Pittsburg district, the 
strength was greater there than had 
been admitted by the United States 
Steel corporation. 
In the G ary and 
Obit* areas, 
the strikes 
have suc­ 
ceeded in forcing either directly or 
indirectly a shut-down of most of 
the mills. 
Order prevailed 
in most 
of the 
strike districts hut there was softie 
scattered 
rioting 
early today. 
In 
Sharon, Pa., several shots were ex­ 
changed and 
eleven 
men were re­ 
ported to have been wounded. 
At Buffalo disturbances which re­ 
sulted in three riot calls last night 
were resumed this morning. 
Sever­ 
al persons 
were reported 
to have 
been injured and a number of a r­ 
rests were 
made. 
Two 
men were 
killed and two wounded in clashes 
at Sartell, 
Pa., last might, 
and at 
Newcastle, P a .,'two women and five

Iv to the increase in assessments, us 
the board is doing: in all other in­ 
stances of the kind. 


If the legislature intended that the 
IO cent levy should apply on the basis 
of the total state assessment at the 
time it placed the levy at IO cents 
then the levy for the highway com­ 
mission would be fixed by the tax 
hoard to yield an amount equal to 
IO cent taxes on each $100 of the 
$2,223,000,000, which was the old 


state total assessment. 
If the other 
theory applies then the state board 
would fix the levy at IO cents on the 
new valuation, which is approxim ate­ 
ly $5,750,000,000. 


On the basis of the old assessment 
the -itate tax board would cut the 
10-ceni levy 
to a 
4-cent 
levyKor 
slightly less. 
In fact this is what 
the $tatt board had in mind until it 
met with a storm of pretext from the 
highway c» mmission.

the road building program in Indiana 
should proceed rather more slowly 
at first.
